The cause of the digaster is enveloped 
in mystery. F. F. Pvin, cabin watch, 
gaid that the boat was very low at the 
stern when the first alarm was given. 
He said they pushed twenty-nine rail- 
road cars into the lake to ease the 
vessel, but without avail. Seymour 
Cochrane, of Chicago, another sur- 
vivor, said he was reading a magazine 
in his berth when a cabin boy rapped 
on his door about 4:30 a. m. and 
shouted that the boat was sink. ng. 

Cochrane floated on a cabin door un- 
til picked up by No. 17. The purser 
had given him $1,000 which was due 
Cochrane's employers after they had de 
livered the boat to the Pere Marquette 
Railroad Company, they having lease’ 
her all summer. But Cochrane could 
not load himself down with the coin 
and tied the money to the steamer 
rail as the boat went down. 

Many of the life boats were stove 
in by wreckage tumbling in every di- 
rection on the tossing sea, the occu- 
pants of the small boats being thrown 
into the water and many 
drowned.

Dramatic Aftermath to 
Hamilton Club Incident. 


Legislative Minority Leader of 
Illinois Gains His Freedom at 
the Second Trial on Bribery 
Charge --- Jury Out Twenty- 
One Hours. 


Chicago, September 9.—Attorney Lé@e 
O'Neil Browne, of Ottaw, Iil., legisla- 
tive minority leader, charged with 
i bribery in connection with the election 


of William Lorimer, of Chicago, to the 
United States senate, was acquitted by 
a jury in Judge George Kerston’s di- 
vision of the criminal court today. The 
which took eight ballots, was 
twenty-one hours. On the first 
ballot the jury stood 8 to 4 for ac- 
quittal. This was the second trial, 
the first jury having disagreed. 
Browne’s eyes filled with tears as 
the clerk of the court finished reading 
the verdict. A second later he threw 
his arms about Attorney Charles Erb- 
stein, of counsel for the defense. 
Browne was then hoisted to the shoul- 
ders of friends and carried to out of 
the court room, amid handshaking and 
cheering. 
Not Worried About Other Case. 
Browne appeared as greatly pleased 
as though he had been completely ab- 
solved of further trouble in relation 
to the vexing subject of Senator,Lori- 
mer’s election. Apparently he had for- 
gotten for the time that he is under 
indictment on the same charge and 
wil} have to face trial at Springfield, 
in Sangamon county. When this sub- 
ject was mentioned to Attorney Erb- 
stein of Browne's counsel, the lawyer 
said: 
“Don't worry about Springfield; we''l 
take care of that when it comes up.” 
The verdict in the Browne case came 
as a dramatic aftermath to yesterday's 
sensational incident between Colonel 
Roosevelt and Senator Lorimer, regard- 
ing the Hamilton Club banquet. 
Lorimer Notified by Telephone Girl. 
Senator Lorimer was attending a 
meeting of directors of the La Salle 
Street Nationa] Bank when word was 
given him concerning the verdict. A 
telephone girl at the bank received 
the message. Leaving her = switch- 
board, she hastened to the directors’ 
room, when she handed a paper read- 
ing, “Not guilty,” to John I. Hughes, 
a director. Mr. Hughes read the terse 
message and then handed it to Sena- 
tor Lorimer. He read it, tore it up 
carelessly and continued his remarks 
to the directors. Not until the meet- 
ing had adjourned did the other direc- 
tors learn of the verdict.

Roosevelt Also Has Kind 
W ord for Taft. 


Ex-President Enjoys Quiet Day 
in Cincinnati--- Attends Ohio 
Valley Exposition ---Is Guest 
of Son-in-Law, Nicholas Long- 
worth. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, September 9%.—Ex- 

President Roosevelt defended his doc- 
trine of “new nationalism” in a 
speech at the Ohio Valley Exposition 
here today. He also commended Pres- 
ident Taft for his appointment of men 
to public offices. 
“Colonel Roosevelt's stay in Cincin- 
nati was one of the quietest which he 
has had on his western tour. There 
were no bands to meet him, the people 
of Cincinneti had little chance to see 
him, except when he was at the ex- 
position grounds in the afternoon. 

The colonel’s tour has been a severe 
one, and it was at.his own request that 
the program for the day was made 
simple. 


Roosevelt Guest of Longworth. 

Congressman Nicholas Longworth, 
his son-in-law, with whom he stayed, 
had several talks with the reception 
committee, and the result wag that 
there was no parade and public dem- 
onstration on the colonel’s arrival. He 
left the train at Torrence road sta- 
tion, a suburb of Cincinnati, on his 
arrival early in the day, and spent the 
morning with the Longworths. Then 
he went to the exposition grounds, 
looked at the exhibits, attended a 
luncheon and delivered an address in 
the music hall. Returning to the 
Longworth home, he held a reception. 
George B. Cox, republican leader of 
Cincinnati, was’there and met Colone! 
Roosevelt. After dinner the colonel 
went to the opera at the exposition 
grounds. He spent the night with the 
Longworths and is to leave early to- 
morrow morning for Columbus and 
Pittsburg, in both of which places he 
is to speak tomorrow. From Pittsburg 
he will proceed directly to New York, 
winding up his western trip on Sun- 
day morning. 

Defends “New Nationalism.” 

Colonel Roosevelt, in defending 
“new nationalism,” replied to those 
who opposed his plan of increasing 
the power of the centra] government 
for the purpose of dealing with conser- 
vation, the control of corporations and 
other questions which ‘he believes yvi- 
taily concern the future of the na- 
tion. 

“They say do not give the. govern- 
ment too much power,” he said. “Cer- 
tainly not. I do not want to give the 
government any more power than is 
necessary. You would not have to 
Save so much power in the national! 
government if you were dealing with 
individuals none of whom was very 
rich, but when you get an aggrega- 
tion of rich individuals you must mas- 
ter them through the government. 

“some people will say that is in- 
terference with individualism. It is 
not. It is giving the individual a 
chance. The individual hag no chance 
if you permit a business monopoly to 
be established or permit it to develop 
so that a single man is powerless 
against it or can be crushed by it. Un- 
der the law there has grown up a sys- 
tem of enormous monopoly which in 
fact is the very negation of individual- 
ism, and the government is required 
to regulate these great concerns to 
permit the average individual citizen 
to retain his rights unimpaired. 

Not Hostile to Corporations. 


“I am not speaking in hostility to 
corporations,’ Colonel Roosevelt con- 
tinued. “I recognize the great need 
of the corporatin as a necessary in- 
strument in modern individualism. Our 
conditions are new and we need this 
instrument of the corporation, but 
also we need another thing; and that 
is the complete comtrol by the people 
through the government of corpora- 
tions.”’ 

Colonel Roosevelt indorsed heartiiy 
the appointment by President ‘Taft, 
of President Arthur T. Hadiéy, of Yale 
university, as head of the commission 
to investigate the capitalization of 
railroads, and of Joseph A. Holmes, as 
chief of the bureau of mines. 

Speaking of railroad capitalization, 
Colonel Roosevelt said: 

“You will find some worthy peopie 
who are willing to have the government 
look into this question of capitaliza- 
tion, but they want It left to the states 
to deal with. 


“Big Business Is Now Ceytralised.” 


“There is an instance of two railroads 
that run from Minnesota westward to 
Puget sound, and they were in vioia- 
tion of the laws of the federal! govern. 
ment and violating the laws of the 
states through which they ran. rne 
government started to bring suit 
against them. It was at once contended 
that it was merely a matter for the 
States and while the railroads ran 
through Minnesota, North Dakota, 
Montana, Idaho and Washington, they 
were incorporated in New Jersey. They 
haven't a mile of track within 1,%00 
miles of New Jersey. There is only one 
power that could deal with that kind 
of a corporation and this is the nation- 
al government. There is only one pow- 
er that can deal with big business 
carried on interstate lines, and that is 
the national government. Anything 
can be dealt with bythe states, I favor 
dealing with tn that way, but big bus- 
iness is now oentralized. New York 
regulates business done in Colorado 
and throughout the country. Now that 
business has been centralized, we have 
to centralize the authority to contro! 
it.” 

In his speech Colonel Roosevelt also 
referred to efforts that had been mad- 
to obtain deeper waterways through- 
out the country. He said: 

Deeper Waterways. 


“One of the great difficulties of de- 
velopment of our waterways hitherto 
has been the tendency of congress eaci: 
year to apportion @ number of pieces 
of work, not In accordance with any 
one well-settled scheme, but in accorad- 
ance with the exigencies, or rather in 
accordance with the declamatory er- 
forts of claimants and thé, persever- 
ance of the representatives Of the sev. 
eral localities desiring them. i am 
happy to say that at the last congress 
a comprehensive pian was iaid out for 
the improvement of the Ohio river from 
Pittsburg to Cairo.” 

These improvements. he said, he 
hoped would bring about the revivai 
of the old water traffic of sixty or

That 
this has been shown in his treatment 
of the ‘Cunningham coaol claims, the 
restoration of the water power sites 
to entry without intention to rewith- 
draw, and in his administration of the 
reclamation service, the latter result- 
ing in unnecessary humiliation to the 
director and tending toward the dis- 
integration of the service. 
Not a Friend of Conservation. 

“He has not shown himself to be 
that character of a friend to the pol- 
icy of conservation of our natural re- 
sources that the man should be who 
occupies the- Important position of 
secretary: of ‘the interior in our gov- 
ernment, and he ghould be not retained 
in that office.” 

A summary of Mr. Madison's findings 
follow: 

“The investigation resolved itself 
into two branches, the Glavis and Pin- 
chot. 

“Glavis charged that Mr. Ballinger 
had been an unfaithful trustee of the 
people’s interests; that this was more 
particularly demonstrated by his con- 
duct toward the Cunningham coal 
claima. 

“Pinchot charged that Mr. Ballin- 
ger’s course as secretary of the inte- 
rior had been characterized by a lack 
of fidelity to the public interests; that 
he was an enemy of the policy of con- 
servation of natural resources, that 
this was more particularly evidenced 
by his restoration to entry of the wa- 
ter power sites withdrawn by Secre- 
tary Garfield, his conduct toward the 
reclamation service and the Alaska 
coal fields.” 

Cunningham Coal Lands. 

Mr. Madison then described Alaska 
as the “last great natural storehouse 
of natural resources that to a large 
degree belongs to all the people of the 
United States: that the secretary of 
the interior should guard against both 
fraud and monopoly.” 

The Cunningham coal liand claims 
were then described, Cunningham be- 
ing referred to “as the promoter of a 
plan whereby he and. his associates 
were to prove up the land and then op- 
erate it as one mine by means of an

“We indorse this commendation by 
the president and we agree with him 
that Mr. Pinchot's desire was faithfully 
to serve the American people to the best 
of his ability. As a witness he was 
prompt, frank and fair. Not an act 
that he committed is fraught with the 
Slightest suspicion. We believe that 
his whole service in official capacity 
was actuated by a sincere love and de- 
sire for the public good. He was a 
faithful public official; he was a just 
officer; he wag a vigilant and courage- 
ous defender of the public property; he 
was an enemy and implacable foe to 
the land graber and grafter: he was 
the obstructtor of the schemes and 
machinations of conspirators attempt- 
ing to seize the public domain. He 
dared to be insubordinate, if such he 
was, in the interest of his country. It 
was the character of insubordination 
which inspired the men of other days 
who laid the foundations in this coun- 
try for an enduring people. 

“It would be difficult to give too 
much credit to Mr. Gifford Pinchot for 
the work he has done in the building 
up and development of our national! 
forest system. His part in this work 
would have been impossible had he 
not been moved by an enthusiasm 
which overcame ail obstacles.”

ment with the Cunningham claimants 
in 1907 whereby said claimants were 
to organize a corporation capitalized 
at $5,000,000 and convey one-half the 
stock to it for $250,000. The coal lands 
of the Cunningham group were to be 
deeded to said corporation. 

Syndicate Aimed at Monopolization. 

“The evidence fairly shows that the 
syndicate aimed at the monopolization 
of the Bering river coal fields, 

“In December, 1907, Mr. Barringer, as 
commissioner of the general land 
office, at the request of ex-Governor 


‘Miles C. Moore, of Walla Walla, Wasnh., 


a Cunningham claimant, ordered the 
Cunningham claims to patent. Previ- 
ously to this order the Guggenheim op- 
tion agreement had been made. The 
claims had gone to entry, but patents 
were being delayed. All Alaska coal 
claims were under suspicion of being 
fraudulent. The order, under such cir- 
cumstances, was wrongful. Glavis, 
who had a few days before been in- 
structed to investigate all Alaska coal 
claims, and who was given a formal 
notice of the order, protested against 
it and the order was revoked. 
Violated Moral Obligation. 

“After resigning as commissioner, 
Mr. Ballinger acted as advisor and 
counsel for the Cunningham claimants, 
in their attempt to obtain patents. He 
prepared a lengthy affidavit for Clar- 
ence Cunningham and presented it to 
the secretary of the jinteriorand com- 
missioner of the genera) land office in 
an attempt to explain away a former 
affidavit of Cunningham and the en- 
cries in the Cunningham journal, both 
of which had been secured by Glavis, 
and were the most damaging pieces of 
evidence against the claimants in pos- 
session of the government. Mr. Bal- 
linger violated no statute in so doing, 
but he did violate the mora) obligation 
which was upon him, not to attempt to 
embarrass the government in an effort 
to conceal the entries begun while he 
was commissioner,and which it was his 
duty to aid in good faith while in 
office. 5 

“The act of May 28, 1908, permitting 
a consolidation of coal claims to the 
extent of 2,660 acres, where the loca- 
tions had been made in good faith. The 
construction placed On the act by 
Messrs. Pierce, Dennett, Finney and 
Clements, and seemingly by Mr. Bal- 
linger, would have condoned all agree- 
ments to combine in violation of the 
act of April 28, 1904. The Pierce de- 
cision had that effect. Through the 
efforts of Glavis and Henry M. Hoyt 
this decision was reviewed by the at- 
torney general and reversed. 

Attempt to Foree Glavis te Report. 

“In the summer of 1909 H. H. 
Schwartz, superintendent of land 
agents of “the general land office, en- 
deavored to force Glavis to report on 
the Cunningham coal claims and go to 
trial or hearing in the proceeding to 
cancel the entries, without an exami- 
nation of the claims to ascertain if 
the improvements were belng made in 
& manner to indicate that the claims 
were being operated in common. This 
was an important circumstance in the 
government's case. 

“After Glavis was removed from the 
charge of the cases, James M. Sheridan, 
who was sent to succeed him, reported 
that he was right and the field exami- 
nation was meade prior to hearing.” 

Mr. Madison discussed the Pinchot

charges and the question of water 
power sites and their withdrawal by 
the government in order to prevent 
monopoly. He says: 

The Pinchot Charges. 


“Mr. Ballinger, soon after taking 
office as secretary, declared such with- 
drawalg were without atuthority of 
jaw, although there was much authori- 
ty to uphold Mr. Garfield's action, and 
restored the lands to entry and ex- 
posed them to the danger of ultimately, 
without any restriction as to their 
use, falling into the possession of those 
who would monopolize the power. 

“At the time of restoration he did 
not intend to rewithdraw the lands, 
but on account of protests from those 
whom he said had an exaggerated idea 
of the danger he rewithdrew“the lands 
in sufficient quantity to protect the 
sites. He made to Senator. La Follette 
in a letter as the reason for restoring 
a large portion of the land, the state- 
ment that the reclamation service had 
recommended the restoration of the 
land to public domain. This statement 
was also made in a letter to the presi- 
dent. The evidence before the commit- 
tee shows that the officers of the re- 
clamation service protested against the 
restorations. 

“Mr. Ballinger’s course toward the 
director of the reclamation service 
since he has been secretary has been 
such as to tend to destroy discipline 
and lack of harmony in the bureau. 

“It appears that Glevis has been 
very effective in the accomplishment 
of results. He protested against and 
prevented the patenting of the Cun- 
ningham claims when ordered to patent 
by Commissioner Ballinger. He se- 
cured a reversal of the Pierce decision 
construing the act of May 28, 1908, 
and he prevented the commencement 
of hearings to cancel the Cunningham 
entries until a field examination had 
been had. Glavis, Henry M. Hoyt, 
Horace Tillard Jones and Andrew Ken- 
nedy are deserving of commendation 
by the people of this country. 


Ballinger’s Fitness. 


“The question which should de- 
termine the fitness of Mr. Ballinger as 
a public servant are tthose which arose 
outofthe Cunningham claims and the 
restoration of the water power sites. 
These had to do with-.the conservation 
of the natural resources of the nation. 
Mr. Ballinger on one side and Mr. 
Pinchot and Mr. Garfield on the other, 
occupy entirely opposite positions to- 
ward that policy. Mr. Ballinger was 
willing that the Cunningham claim- 
ants should obtain thelr patents with- 
out- investigation, although the signs 
were prominent and he must have been 
aware of them that they were travel- 
ing toward the Morgan-Guggenheim 
syndicate and monopoly. He was wil!l- 
ing to throw the power sites along 
the streams of the west into danger of 
acquisition by those who would mo- 
nopolize them. He could see no danger 
in returning them to entry and only 
submitted to their rewithdrawal be- 
cause other men, alive to the real dan- 
ger, protested and denounced his atti- 
tude.” 

Mr. Madison discussed conservation 
and the necessity thereof, also declar- 
ing it a crime to permit natural re- 
sources and water power sites “to fal! 
into the hands of those who will mo- 
nopolize them and use them to the en- 
richment of the few and the Iimpover- 
ishment of the many.’ 

The report continues: 


With Taft. 

Mr. Pinchot believed that the policy 
of conservation was being attacked in 
the very place where a friend of con- 
servation was most. needed, and his 
acts have been inspired by the desire 
to protect the policies to which he is 
devoted.

How many bales of cotton can the average two mules and wagon haul 7 
miles to Thomaston? Reliable farmers say three. But for the sake of argu- 
ment.iet’s say four. Hefe the element of time enters into the argument. § It 
would take longer to hau} the four bales over Upson roads than it did the nine 
bales over Sumter highways: It is safe to say that it will take the Upson farm- 
er three times as long to get his cotton to market as it does the Sumter farmer. 
Then let us suppose there was a sudden break in the market and each farmer 
wanted to rush his cotton’ta town. Which one would be able to get there first? 
The answer.is easy—the man’ who traveled over good roads, and consequently 
he would be'able to dispose of |.is stuff at a better oe than the Upson farmer. 

In addition to the Joss of time in covering bad roads should be calculated 
the wear and tear on wagons, harness and animals. Does it not stand to reason 
that the Sumter county farmer's vehicles and animals will last Jonger than 
those of the Upson ceunty. man, because he accomplishes the same object with 
half the travel and with less strain on his animals and vehicles. 

In discussing the road question the cost of good roads is not to 6@ con- 
sidered. so muctr as the cost of bad roads. 


All this*is gospel truth. But the superior “cost of bad roads” 
is exemplified in the case of Upson with especial emphasis by an 
incident close at hand. - 

For two years'the movement to connect Atlanta with Albany 
by a djrect highway, has been under way. 

The logi¢al route of that highway would have been through 


| Upson county. For an-air line between Dougherty and Fulton runs 


square through the seats of the intervening counties—Jonesboro, 
Griffin, Zebulon, Thomaston, in Upson county; Butler, in Taylor 
county ; Ellaville, in Schley; thence to Americus and omto Albany. 

But the roads in Upson—the roads regarding ich Editor 
Hardy makes such candid criticism—are such that thQ projectors 
of the route had to make a detour round Upson of at least Nifty miles, 
in preference to losing time on the Upson highways, 

That is'just ONE of the specific costs of bad roads. The oth- 
ers, as graphically outlined by The Times, are equally obvious and 
undeniable. 

The remedy is simple. It lies in every element of the county 
pulling together, riding down the stingy citizen or the unenterpris- 
ing citizen, and instituting such a thorough-going. system of road 
building as will make good highways a permanency, returning div- 
idends to every resident in the county. 

And that is precisely what the majority of the other counties 
in an air line between Atlanta and Albany have been and are doing. 

Upson is one of the very few laggards that needs prodding to 


a task that will cut down transportation expenses between farm and 
market 100 per cent!

A marked acknowledgement of the role played by the man of 
big business in the materialization of conservation was the invita- 


| tion extended to President W. F. Simmons, of the Simmons Hard- 


ware Company, of St. Louis, to deliver an address before the Na- 
tional Conservation Congress in St. Paul. 

The establishment of which Mr. Simmons is the head fs one 
of the largest of its kind in the world. Its products not only occupy 
a commanding place in domestic commerce, but as well find their 
way to the farthest corners of civilization. 

The man directing an enterprise of this world-wide scope must 
needs have a mentality of unusual proportions, as well 4s decided 
and valuable views on a subject so near the heart of the nation as 
conservation. 

And these quahties were indicated in-an address that made a 
profound impression on this convocation of specialists and experts. 

One keynote President Simmons sounded is worthy of especial 
comment by reason of the fact that it steered aside from the routine 
trend of the convention oratory. 

In the following extract he deals with one of the most prac- 


tical dollars-and-cents phases of conservation—the redemption of! 


the soil from its dwindling fertility and making it return sufficient 


product to meet the expanding needs of the nation: 


Ask this business council to formulate ways of making known not. 
only the facts about jhe forests and water supply and the importance 
of these facts to every individual man, woman and child in the nation, 
but why we in the United States average 12% bushels of wheat per 
acre, instead of 23% bushels, as they do in Germany, and 30 9-10 bush- 
els in the United Kingdom of Great Britain; how this is making home- 
stead lands scarce and prices high, because we only get half the amount 
of creps we should get from the land we have under cultivation, and 
consequently the supply is getting less every year in proportion to the 
demand When we find our production less to the acre each succeed- 
ing year and more mouths to feed, it is time everybody knew why. 


The conservation of the soil is one of the most preeminent 
features of the new national creed of economy. It is involved in 
the present high cost of living, which bids fair to go still higher. 

More especially do the people of the south need to learn this 
doctrine so clearly enunciated by President Simmons. 

For years it has been an increas.ag complaint of the best stu- 


'dents of southern ‘agriculture that the “cropper” or tenant farmer, 


ignorant of scientific methods, is rapidly depleting the responsive- 
ness of the acres. 

Regardless of location, the American farmer must eventually 
remodel his procedure to harmonize with the conditions pointed out 


iby this big southern business man. :

The commission swore both Howard 
and Tribble managers, and each was 
emphatic that there was no miscon- 
duct, fraud or irregularity in the pre- 
cincts where they helped hold the elec- 
tion. All the facts were brought out 
by questicns put to Clerk W. A. Ruck- 
er. He would examine the ballots, 
tally sheets and list of voters, andi 
state what they showed, no one being 
allowed to see or handle any of the 
papers, and all the evidence as to the 
illegal votes was what he stated ths 
papers showed. In the precinct whers 
it had been rumored there was fraud 
the commission had the Managers be- 
fore them, and conclusively showed 
that the several packages had not 
been tampered with, and were in the 
same condition as when they were first 
sealed by the managers and turned in 
for consolidation. 

L. M. Heard testified that he wad, 
and had been for four years, chairman 
of the democratic executive committee 
‘of Elbert county. On August 24 the 
managers from each precinct, througn 
their committeeman, sent up the re- 
turns. Before noon both Mr. Tribbie 
and Mr. Howard gave notice of con- 
test. He put all the returns in the 
clerk’s hands.

LLOYD W. BOWERS 
DIES SUDDENLY 


One of Nation’s Foremost 


Lawvyers— Prominent 
Politically. 


Boston, September 9.—Solicitor Gen- 
eral Lloyd Wheaton Bowers, aged 51, 
life-long friend of President Taft. 
died at the Hotel Touraine in this city 
today. Death came suddenly, the re- 
sult of a cardiac thrombus, which end- 


led an illness of a month due to an at- 
tack of bronchitis. 

The death of Mr. 
lingquished an exceedingly remunera- 
tive position as railroad counsel to 
take up the duties of solicitor genera! 
on March 22, 1909, at the instance of 
President Taft, removes a prospective 
candidate for one of the vacancies in 
the supreme court. 

Daily reports concerning the condi- 
tion of the sick man have been en- 
couraging, and yesterday the  pros- 
pects of his being able to leave the 
hotel were discussed. 

Died While Talking With Family. 

Mrs. Frederick Coggeshall, who has 
attended Mr. Bowers here, said to- 
day that the patient had a good night’s 
rest, ate well and was chatting cheer- 
fully with his wife and son when sud- 
denly he stopped talking, and a mo- 
ment later was dead. 

Pr. Coggeshall sped by aytomobile 
to the hotel on a telephone call to dis- 
cover that Mr. Bowers had died in- 
stantly of a blood clot on the heart. 
Dr. Coggeshall said that the original 
iliness of Mr. Bowers, which took the 
form of a violent cold, was due to 
overwork. The cold attacked him at 
Gloucester, whence Mr. Bowers had 
come from CWicago, his home city, to 
spend the summer. 

Tonsolitis developed and, to secure 
expert medical assistance, Mr. Bowers 
was brought to Boston. An abscess 
on one of the tonsils necessitated 
an operation, the effects of which Dr. 
Coggeshall said were too severe for 
the weakened system to throw off. 

Taft to Attend Funeral. 

Funeral! services will be held Mon- 
day morning at the Hotel Touraine. 
President Taft, who sent a personal 
expression of sorrow to Mrs. Bowers 
as soon as he heard of her bereave- 
ment, will attend. 

The completion of the funeral 
rangements is delayed because Mrs. 
Bowers’ daughter, @™§iss Martha rT. 
Bowers, has not yet been communi- 
cated with.

AMEN DRUWNED 
UN NORTH DAKOTA 


Deaths of Three Men Not 
Due to Explosion, as 
Reported. 


Newport News, Va., September 9.— 
According to men landing at Old Point 
Comfort from the battleships the three 
men who met death aboard the North 
Dakota yesterday were not killed by 
the explosion of oil as at first report- 
ed, but were drowned when fire room 
No. 13 was flooded to prevent the 
spread of the flames and the explosion 
of the magazine located just over the 
fire. The bodies were recovered when 
the compartment was pumped out. 

The board of inquiry appointed yes- 
terday by Rear Admiral Schroeder, 
commander of the Atlantic fleet, be- 
gan today its investigation of the dis- 
aster. 

Officers of the North Dakota and of 


the fleet generally are reticent about 
the affair, but it is the belief of the 


men on the ship that the three who 
are dead were drowned in the flooding 
of the fire room. It is also thought 


that they were helpless, perhaps un- 
conscious from their burns, before the 
inrushing water drowned them. 

There seems no doubt that the im- 
mediate flooding of the fire room was 
the only means of avoiding the total 
destruction of the great ship and the 
annihilation of its hundreds of men. 
The proximity of the fire to a maga- 
zine made imperative the instantane- 
ous extinguishment of the flames. 

That the fatalities were so few is 
| due to the heroism of many of the 
crew, who, it is said, fought their way 
into the flames to drag out their in- 
jured ship..ates.

WORLD’S SHIPMENTS 
LARGEST ON RECORD |= 


This Caused Wheat Prices to 
Drop 1-4 to 1-2 Cent. 
Corn Strong. 


Chicago, September 9$.—World's ship- 
ments expected to be the largest on 
record proved a heavy load on wheat 
prices today. The close was at a net 
decline of %@%*% highér to % lower, 
altbeugh other grain was on the rise. 
Corn at the wind-up was \@*%*% higher 
to % lower, oats %& dearer to a shade 
off, and provisions unchanged to 2%0c 
advance. 

The closing hour and the first thirty 
minutes of the session were the weak- 
est periods of the day in the wheat pit. 
During most of the intervening time, 
shorts covered freely, much strength 
coming from corn, which was being 
influenced by cold weather and big 
shipping and export. sales. Wheat 
speculators, however, recurred con- 
Stantly to the unprecedented total of 
world shipments, 17,600,000 busheis. 
These figures were contrasted with 13,- 
376,000 last week, and 9,600,000 bushels 
a year ago. <Australia, the Argentine 
and India and Russia and the Danube, 
all] seemed trying to outdo each other 
in furnishing supplies. Primary re- 
ceipts in this country, especially in the 
northwest, showed some diminution, 
but the fact, though important, was 
discounted or ignored, as exports have 
been undeniably light. An additiona! 
element of weakness was found in 
millers’ reports confirming statements 
that winter wheat acreage was being 
greatly increased. December fiyctua- 
tions ranged from 99%@$1.00 to 
$1.00% 

A general awakening occurred in the 
domestic and export corn trade. The 
main reason was that freezing weath- 
er prevailed in the northwestern edge 
of the belt, and that frost was official- 
ly predicted for tonight in the leading 
corn states. Vessel room has been 
chartered here for 1,000,000 bushels. 
The December option sold between 55% 
@56%, closing firm 4% to 4%@*%* up 
at 564%,@58\. Cash business was de- 
pressed early, but becames active and 
advanced later. No. 2 yellow closed 
at 57% @57%. 

Big sales were the order of the day 
in the oats pit. The market was help- 
ed by the corn strength, and by the 
general indications of a laying in of 
larger supplies in the east than was 
believed possible. December varied 
from 34% @34% to 35% @35% and fin- 
ished Yc higher at 35c. 

Provisions dealers gave a bullish 
construction to the government report 
on the number of hogs being fattenea 
for market. In consequence, . pork 
closed 5 to 20c more expensive, lard 
up 2% to 7*@10 and ribs unchanged 
to an advance of a dime.

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. | 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, September $.—R. G. Dun 
& Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade to- 
morrow will say that there is a con- 
tinuance of former mixed conditions of 
trade and industry which is less pro- 
nounced in produtcive sections than in 
the distributing markets. It shows 
most clearly in the speculative and 
financial centers, which are exceed- 
ingly sensitive to political influences. 


It is felt in some industries more than | 


others, there betng an uneven develop- 
ment of trade. But in spite of the re- 
action, a vast aggregate of business is 
being carried on, making a really high 
average of transactions. 

The profit of commerce is, however, 
not so evident as its volume, the mar- 
gin between cost and price being nar- 
rowed and trading in some cases, no- 
tably in cotton spinning, to suspen- 
si:on of operations. While conserva- 
tism among byyers makes for pur- 
chases limited to current needs, yet 
there is no sign of any collapse of 
confidence, the crops are turning out 
much better than was _ feared, 
banks are in secure position, 
there is, for the most part, a more op- 
timistic feeling as to the 
future in spite of the approach of the 
somewhat critical elections. 

Some check to the recent rapid de- 
cline in pig iron production is indi- 
cated in the returns eovering the out- 
put during August, which, while show- 
ing the smallest total since July, 1909, 
compared closely withthe figures from 
the previous month Inquiries 


burg district, but actual new business 
shows little expansion. 

In finished lines, specifications are 
increasing, and several suspended ship- 
ments of bars, plates and light struc- 
tural material are being resumed. Tin 
plate continues active, and orders on 
hand insure operations throughout the 
year.

Distinct improve- 
ment is noted in the demand for 
silks, and the yarn trade is ona 
steadier footing. 

Footwear lines continue quiet. Job- 
bers buy cautiously, and wholesalers 
hola off for lower prices.

CONDITION OF THE CROPS. 


Review of Bureau of Statistics 
Department of Agriculture. 


Washington, September 9.—In a gen- 
eral review of crop conditions through- 
Out the country the bureau of statis- 
tics of the department of agriculture 
month of August was 
taking 
the United States as a whole, the de- 
terioration during the month being 
about @.6 per cent, whereas there is 
an average decline in August of 3.3 
per cent. Aggregate conditions in the 
United States on September 1 (or at 
time of harvest) were about 0.4 per 
cent lower than the corresponding time 
a year ago and about 2.8 per cent low- 
er than the average condition on Sep- 
tember 1 (or at time of harvest) for 
the past ten years. The area under 
cultivation is about 3.2 per cent more 
than last year. 

The condition of various crops in 
the United States on September 1 (or 
at time of harvest), 100 representing 
for each crop, not its normal condition, 
but its average condition on September 
l, or at time of harvest (ten-year av- 
erage for most crops). was as follows: 

Peaches (production), 118.1: winter 
(yield per acre), 110.5: oats, 
104.8; cabbage, 104.4; hops, 102.6: rye 
(yteld per acre), 101.8: cranberries, 
cotton, 98.6: corn, 98.4; hemp, 
98.3; sweet potatoes, 98.2; sugar cane, 
97.6; cantaloupes, 97.3.

COUDEN FIRED 
FROM SERVICE 


His N ame Mentioned in 
Warriner Case. 


Cashier in Office of Surveyor 
of Customs at Cincinnati Tip- 
ped Off Warriner’s Shortage 
as Treasurer of the Big Four 
Railroad. 


Washington, September 9.—Frank M. 
Couden, cashier in the office of the 
surveyor of customs at Cincinnati, 
where his name was prominently men- 
tioned in the Warriner embezzlement 
scandal case in the Big Four railroad, 
was dicharged from the government 
eervice tcday. : 

The temporary suspension of Couden 
occurred several weeks ago, and the 
order making it permanent came from 
Secretary MacVeagh, at Dublin, N. H.., 
to Assistant Secretary Hilles, in Wash- 
ington today. 

Couden’s removal is ordered on the 
specific charge of insubordination, in 
that he absented himself from office 
without leave. While it is not stated 
in the order of dismissal, it is known 
that Couden went to the Ohio state 
convention at Columbus after permis- 
sion to do so had been refused by 
Amor Smith, the surveyor at Cincin- 
nati. \ 

Senator Dick, of Ohio, without aval, 
came to his defense. No charge is 
formally made against Couden, so far 
as is known, because of the connection 
of his name with the Warriner embez- 
zlement. It is common knowledge, 
however, that treasury officials dis- 
approved of his conduct as indicated 
by revelations in that defalcation. 

Couden Talked Too Much. 

It is said that it was through tne 
information of Couden that the Bg 
Four railroad learned of the Warriner 
shortage. Later it developed to the 
satisfaction of treasury officials that 
Couden had known of the shortage for 
a long time before he told of it. Treas- 
ury officials were of the opinion that 
Couden should have told his superior 
officers of what he knew instead of 
telling it to a political leader, who in 
turn took it to the railroad officials. 

Frank M. Couden, cashier in the of- 
fice of the local surveyor of customs, 
who was dismissed from the govern- 
ment service today, made ‘it public 
last fall that he “tipped off’ the $643,- 
000 shortage in the local treasury of 
the Big Four’ railroad about One year 
ago. 

Couden secured an interview with 
President Brown, of the New York 
Central lines, through Senator Dick, of 
Ohio. Couden admitted that he gave 
the information in the hope of secur- 
ing a reward in money. Charles L. 
Warriner, whose defaication was ex- 
posed, is now serving a six-year term 
in the Ohio penitentiary. , —
